husband. Discovering that the 
trailer was empty, the mother of 
Miss Valdez looked in the car 
and discovered the body. It is 
believed that Parsons had been 
dead since Sat. night.

Parsons resided at 412Vi No. 
Broadway, Redondo Beach.

According to the detective's 
report, Parsons had inserted the 
rubber hose in the exhaust pipe 
of the car, packing rags into the 
end of the exhaust pipe with a 
long-bladed kitchen knife, to 
prevent fumes from escaping the 
tube.

The hone was then taken and 
put into the bottom of the left 
Front door of the car, with the 
door being shut on it. All the 
windows were tightly closed It 
is assumed that the engine was 
eft running by the deceased.

Miss Valdez, who was married 
LO Parsons from May 27, 1950 
-o July 2ft of the same year, 
stated that her ex-husband had 
been drinking heavily lately. She 
divorced Parsons because she 
discovered he wan still married 
to a first wife, Marie Parsons, 
of Ix>s Angeles. She also told 
detectives that he had tried com­ 
mitting suicide in 1042, while 
living in Hollywood, by slashing 
his wrists

Joseph Taylor, also of 412% 
No Broadway, Redondo Bearh, 
who had known Parsons for the 
last 15 years, stated that the de­ 
ceased had threatened suicide on 
several occasions. Parsons hsd 
no steady job, but worked one or 
two days a week as a laborer 
for a local firm.

The body was taken to Stone 
and Myers Mortuary in Tor- 
rance. Detectives are trying to 
notify the deceased's parents, 
who reside in Puyallup, Wash­ 
ington.

Jorgensen announced simul­ 
taneously the I»g Angeles chap­ 
ter's return to a wartime foot­ 
ing and a campaign goal set at 
$3,600.000 this year.

"I'm going to do my best to 
see that the new Red Cross 
slogan, "For a double need, let's 
give double," is realized in Palos 
Verdes, "Captain Alvis said yes­ 
terday. "Close experience with 
the Red Cross in action during 
wartime has left me fully aware 
of the indispensable part It plays 
In times of crisis," he added.

Captain Alvis served in the 
Pacific throughout World War
II as a captain in the Navy. He 
has been a lifetime Navy man, 
graduating from the Naval Aca­ 
demy at Anapolis in 1918 just 
In time to get a taste of the 
first world war. His retirement 
from the Navy came in 1946, 
after which he became a mem­ 
ber of Palos Verdes ;ity Council.

He will be returning to the 
post he filled last year, when 
he was also fund chairman for 
the Palos Verdeii Branch of Red 
.Cross.

Jorgensen trsced the sharp 
hike In the 1951 campaign mark 
specifically to four Red Cross 
programs now being greatly ex­ 
panded by the Korean war and 
the nation's civil defense pre­ 
paredness effort:

and home care of the sick snd 
Injured classes, and service to 
the armed forces Involving emer­ 
gency financlsl aid and emer­ 
gency home - to - batte - front 
communlcationi for fighting men 
and their families.

The budget for assistance In 
this category to service men was 
exhausted shortly after the be­ 
ginning of Korean hostilities, 
Jorgensen pointed out.

In agreeing upon this recom­

to all.

"2. It is believed that a judici­ 
al district of between two hun­ 
dred to two hundred and seventy- 
five thousand with five divisions 
is ideal for an efficient and eco­ 
nomic administration of justice 
and it is believed, although we 
certainly are in no position to 
speak authoritatively, that such 
a district would meet with the 
approval of the Judicial Council.

"3. We are informed that ade­ 
quate land is already owned h,y 
the County and could with a 
minimum of effort be made 
available for the Court use in 
Alondra Park.

"4. One central judicial center 
would eliminate confusion on the 
part of litigants, witnesses, at­ 
torneys snd law enforcement i 
agencies throughout the area. I

"5. We believe that such a | 
center would be well received hy ' 
substantially all of the cities and 
communities within the two 
townships.

"6. The problem of transport­ 
ing and detaining prisoners in 
criminal matters would be simpli­ 
fied.

"7. No one of the incorporated 
cities or communities would feel 
that it is being discriminated 
against," the leter continued.

"The Judges recognize that the 
Board of Supervisors feel that 
the Municipal Court in the City 
of Inglewood should have a larg­ 
er area and that it does present 
a problem. However, we are con- ; 
vinced that the people of both 
Centinela Township and Gardena 
Township including those rest- i 
dents of the srea known as Len- \ 
nox and Howard are opposed to | 
being absorbed by Inglewood and j 
definitely would prefer to have I 
their own district as above sug- i 
gested.
